It Js proposed to form a 
Women's International Club in 
Hongkong, dedicated to service in 
the cause of international good 
feeling, and to which oll creeds 
and races will be welcomed. The 
Scheme has- obtained the most 
influential support in the Colony, 
and ia expécted to develop into 
one of the principal featura of 
social life here. The sponsors 
have circulated the following 
details of the -plan, which are 
embodied in an appeal to. interest- 
ed partics by Mrs, W. T. Southorn: 

“To be educated,” said Afr, Bald- 
win In a recent speech, “vo must 
know enough of the other man’s 
job to understand the part he Is 
our 
own part in sympathy with him.” 

Ever since the War when mil- 
Nons of mén of various nations 
without any personal enmity went 
out to slaughter one another, there 
has been a growing desire among 
many nations “to avold. another 
of such magnitude by 
learning to play’ their ipart ih 
sympathy with that of others and 
to learn their polnt of view. 

There have been and are many 
setbacks in the development of 
this International spirit, but it is 
now dceprooted in the heart of a 
large percentage of the human 
race. There are great movements 
like the League of Nations work- 
ing for peace and understanding, 
but there is room too for the small 
circle of “internationally minded 
people"—a nucleus which {s not 
to be desplsed.

Central Mecting Place. 


This is one aspeat of life that 
has inspired the opening of tho 
Blue Triangle Women’s Interna- 
tional Club. Hongkong and Kow- 
loon with their geographical 
vleavages. tend to keep groups of 
peoplo in water-tight compart- 
ments and the only way of over- 
coming these difficulties is by hav- 
ing-a meeting place in a central 
Position.

One of the’ London journals sug- 
gests that by = failing to 
say we cannot pay, 
Government has turned 
back on: its own case. 
is true, in part. To argue that 
payment now may cause further 
disaster by making the situation 
even more precarious, and ‘yet 
at the same time to give the im- 
pression that, if pressed, we are 
prepared to mect the obligation, 
is equivalent to acting fgainst 
our . better judgment.

The sterling-dollar exchange ig 
again in the general news, Pounds 
have declined abruptly in favour 
of dolars. When one ‘speaks of 
the exchange rate, one means the 
number of dollars required to buy a 
pound, or vice versa. Prior to 
September 20, lust year, a pound 
was worth $4.865;, and the rate 
kept around that figure, because 
both currecies were tied to gold. 
Nowadays, with the pound off gold, 
the rate should oscillate up and 
down in accordance with the de- 
mand for the two currencies. But 
from April until recently Britain 
engaged in supplying another ad- 
juster in the place of gold. They 
bought and sold foreign mancy 
with a view to keeping their ex- 
change rate more or less stable, 
A drop from $3.40 to less than 
$3.16 within the last.two weeks is 
thus regarded as evidence that this 
“peg” hag been removed. It may 
be that, with the decline in receipts 
of foreign money for British 
frelght, insurance and banking 
services, the authorities in Lon- 
don thought that sterling was 
quoted at too high a figure on the 
old “pegged” basis, and are de- 
sirous of finding a new “natural 
level” under which to put a new 
peg.

Test at Brooklands 

“There are many different 
theories held aout road surfaces, 
Many people believe that granite 
chippings of about 34in. diameter 
nd approximately four-sided 
pyramids in shape, embedded in 
British tar, form the safest sur- 
fuce under the various weather 
conditions, All this could be 
tested at Brooklunds by the Minis- 
try of Transport more cheaply and 
effectively than anywhere else.” _ 

From the point of view of the 
Brooklands Automobile Racing 
Club, I think the scheme would be 
excellont. The track badly wants 
a new surface, and it might be 
that some arrangement could be 
come to between the Ministry and 
the track executive for this to be 
laid down and paid for out of the 
Road Fund, in the interests of 
gencral road safoty.

Let me say 
first that very few scientists to-.

None hyould 
be surprised to see an axehend 
float if there were a strong enough 
Magnet above it, That is’ to, say 
that God could put a higher law 
into operation if Ie so desired, 
The: only question is whether, God 
would do such a thing. If we can 
find an adequate renson for God to 
suspend the ordinary laws of 
nature, there is no diMculty about 
His being able to do the miracles.
